BLOOD FEUD IN UPPER- EGYPT 



The small village of Volo, on the 
western border of Lake county, seven 
milea west of Grayslake, was the scene 
last week Tuesday of the first case on 
record where a womon who has com 
Rittted an offense, was "ridden on a 
rail" in an effort of a posse^f vfgil 
antes of women to get her out of town. 

The victim of the sensational rail 
stunt was Mrs. John Richardson, wife 
of a lame and sickly merchant of the 
village and the offense which the posse 
which took charge claimed was she had 
been too intimate with her husband's 
brother in-law. Will Dunnill.^The posse 
-declared the action hod been progress- 
ing for over a year, but that the hus- 
band was too'lamc and sick to prevent 
iter even have cognizance of her re- 
dons, therefore they felt It time to 
take matters into their owa hands— 
and they did so in a manner which huff 
never before been recounted in Lake 
county. 

The woman, as a r^ult of the ex- 
perieLce, is said to bb in a state bor- 
dering upon insanity and her husband, 
having the light s^own to him by what 
h is^ friends a nd neighbors did, has al-

Intensity of interest is added to the 
matter by the fact that women unaided 
by the men, took.the Initiative In form- 
ing the posse and carried out all the de- 
tails without regard to the men or 
without aid. \ 

Richard son, wlio is sick and lame,, 
conducts a store in the village and is 
well known and popular. He has had 
the sympathy of all the people of the 
. village and that is how women seeing 
that he had not realized what was go- 
ing on took matters ii)to their own 
hands to avenge themselves for him on 
Ids wife and her relatives. Richardson 
all the time the affair was progressing 
was in his store, unable* and unwilling 
to interfere. 

Mrs. John Richardson was seen at 
the home of a friend and In her state- 
ment regarding her having been ridden 
on the rail by Volo women, she declar- 
ed it was all spitework. 

She says that the woman who carried 
out this deed, were all jealous of-her 
and that they had always been cruel 
and bitter towards her; she said she 
kept her house neat and clean, attend- 
ed to her own business and then gave 
the big reason why she believed they 
made the terrible attack on her. 

It is: that she and her husband had 
. strongly opposed a saloon in the village 
\yherein the husbands of the women in 
question gathered' nightly to carouse, 
and because they had tried to drive the 
the place-out of the village, the women 
. had been inspired by their husbands to 
take this action against her in order to 
cause her to leave town. , 

She charges that Mrs. Peter Sto^d- 
feldt was leader ^of the episode and de- 
clared that she intended beginning an 
action against her and all the women 
who too.k part in the affair; she says 
she will prosecute them to the limit 
and it is declared that she was to visit 
Waukegan and swear out warrants 
against them all. She has had her 
ire aroused and insists that the mal- 
treatmentwas unjustifid and should be 
dealt with by the law according to the 
offense committed. 



Natives Will Go to AlmMt Any Length 

In the D«slre to Wreak Pri* 

vate Vengeance. 

A remarkable instance of an Inno- 
cent man being condemned to death, 
for murder and faaTtnglilB Innocenco 
proved almost at the foot of the gal- 
lows Is reported from Upper Egypt 

A very rich land owner was found 
dead on hta doorstep. An Inquiry was 
opened and' his two brothers accused 
a certain Omran Mahmoud and his son 
of the crime, whlch/thoy swore they 
saw them commltt ' 

The accused men declared their In- 
nocence, but, despite the desperate and 
eloquent efforts of their advocate, Om- 
ran Mahmoud was sentenced to death 
and his son to Imprisonment for life, 
and the date of the execution waa 
fixed. 

The advocate sent In* a petition for 
the commutation of the death sentenco 
to the khedlve. ^ 

Time passed and he heard nothing 
as to the fate of his petition. The day 
before that fixed for the execution the 
advocate determined to approach high- 
er quarters. Just as he was about to 
proceed on the errand two men were 
shown Into bis ofllce. They were the 
brothers of the murdered man. 

They had come to confess to him 
that their evidence had been false, and 
that Omran Mahmoud and his son 
were Innocent of the murder of their 
brother. .They had merely accused 
them of the crime because they want- 
ed to keep the authorities from sus- 
pecting the true murderer, on whom 
they Intended. themselves to take ven- 
geance. 

The real criminal was at once ar- 
rested and on the eve of the execution 
Omran Mahmoud and his son were ad- 
vised of what had happened. 

This Incident Is Illuetratlve of the 
lengths to which the native desire for 
revenge will go. It Is, of course, not 
unusual for one man to accuse another 
of a crime to avenge some long<nursed 
grudge, but It Is surely unique for In- 
nocent men to be accused of a murder 
because the family of the murdered 
person wish to avenge their loss them- 
selves on the murderer.

WOMEN CAST 

FIRST BALLOT TOR 

DRY IN ILLINOIS 

Women voters castihdr first ballot 
in the wet and dry fiRhtin Illinois Tues- 
day, Although far from unnnimoua in 
their expression, the women routed the* 
liquor interests by a majority of 17 
votes at Carpentersvilte, a village 6 
miles north of Elgin. ' •*■ 

There were 332 votes cast, a 
arger number than was ever known be- 
fore m either village or towns'hip elect- 
Ion, and 152 of them were the ballots of 
women. The count showed 172 votes 
against the saloon and 165 in favor of 
it. Only five ballots wpre thrown out 
by the judges. 

Carpentersville always has been u dry 
village Recently an Elgin saloon heep- 
er applied for a license there. Tlie 
village board, by a majority of 1 vote 
refused the request. The question was 
referred to popular vote. 

During the last two weeks the women 
drys have conducted a campaign of 
street corner speaking and a house to 
house canvass. Their task was not an 
easy one, for the village has a large 
foreign population. 

Atthougti the voting of the women 
was strongly divided upon the question 
it was estimated by Max Baldwin, vil- 
lage clerk, and one of the clerks of the 
election, that the women's votes, won 
the victory for the dry force. 

Women's votes also are reported to 
have been responsiblee for a dry victory 
at Benton, III. Out of a possible 700 
womon yoters some 500 exercised their 
right of sufferage and of. these It was 
said nine tenths voted against saloon. A 
proposed wet ordinance was defeated 
by 626 votes, It was estimated that 
only 14 women in the city voted for the 
oirdinance." ?

Zion City will go to bed motlon-pic- 
turelesB hereafter. It also will retire 
without its evening game of kelly pool, 
so far as It has indulged In heretofore. 

Bert M. Rice; manager of the only 
motion plcture'show house In the city, 
failed Tuesday to obtain- an Injunction 
from Judge Charles Whitney at Wauke< 
gan prohibiting the city coun il from 
interferfng with his theatre. 

The court ruled that licensing or re- 
voking licenses of theatres lay within 
the council's powers. Henry Vogler's 
poolroom, running as the Star restuar- 
ant, where tobacco also was sold, was 
closed at midnight in compliance with 
orders issued by the council ten days 
ago. 

Friday last the city council passed an 
ordinance prohibiting moving picture 
shows in Zion City and also passed a 
resolution revoking the license of Mr. 
Rice and tendering him unearned money 
on his license. 

The question arose when the case 
came up before Judge Whitney, Tues- 
dt*y us to whether the Council had 
the power to revoke a license before 
the .time expired and before the ten 
days notice had expired^ * Theodore 
Forby, city attorney at Zion produced 
section 41, of the statute relating to the 
powers oX the city council. This sec* 
tion proved beyond all doubt in Judge 
Whitney's opinion that city councils in 
the. state uf Illinois have the power 
**to license, tax, regulate, suppress 
and prohibit hawkers, peddlers pawn* 
brokers, keepers of ordinaries, theatri- 
cals and other exhibitions, shows and 
amusements and to revoke Such license 
at pleasure." 

•'You filed your bills on the theory 
: th It this place was a place of amuse- 
ment," said Judge Whitney in answer 
to Mr. Pope's de^fense that the word 
moving picture was not included in this 
clause. *'You state further in your 
bill," the judge went, on, *'that the 
business men secured for Mr. Rice a 
proper place of amusement which has 
ever since been conducted by him as 
such. I don't think that anything 
could be more explicit than section 41 
of this statute which gives the city 
council to grant a license and to revoke 
It at pleosure." 

"You cannot deprive a person of the 
right of supporting himself in a way 
that Is laudable and proper," said Mr> 
Pope. "Pictures are used to instruct 
and to educate, 

HUNTERS LICENSE 

MAY CAUSE 

MANY A MIX-UP 

The fact that hunters' license to the 
number of 50,000 were printed In Il- 
linois before the now game law was 
passed by the legislature has caused 
confusion which may result In a lax en- 
forcement of the law. 

On the back of the license blanks is 
printed a synopsis of the law as it waa 
then, but the law later enacted varies 
In several particulars. The synopsis 
states that wild turkeys and pheasants 
may not be killed until July 1, 1913, 
whereas the law now Is that such game 
may not be killed until July 1, 1923. 
The synopsis states that squirrels may 
bo killed from June 1 to November 15, 
but the law Is that they may not be 
killed until' July 1. Now blanks will 
! not be provided,it Is said, and the game 
wardens will have confusion to contend 
If they prosecute. 

What a nunter may shoot and when 
ho may shoot will depend largely upon 
when he purchased his license. In a 
party of hunters some may be permit- 
ted to shoot game which holders of oth- 
er license are forbidden to .shoot As 
each purchased his license In good faith 
game wardetis will be at a loss to know 
what to do. License are good for a 
year, so that it will be at .^ least that 
length of time before the mix-up is 
straightened out.

They declare that It Is actually 
more like home to them than any oth- 
er place In the world where they have 
been. As the authorities have no pow- 
er to continue them ae prisoners at the 
expense of the 'state the released con- 
rlcts will often commit another crime 
In order that they may be resentenced 
to a stay In their former prison home. 
It sometimes happens that criminals 
wanted for an offense that bids fair 
to lead to their capture and a long 
prison term will deliberately break a 
law that win lead only to a light sen- 
tence.

Lake county waters prove the grav& 
for five persons Saturday and Sunday^ 
the biggest toll ever recorded in the 
same period in the county exceptln^f 
the one time when seven persons were 
capsized at Fox Lake and seveii Uvea 
were lost. 

The most sensational of the two 
double tragedies ' occurred Sunday af- 
ternoon at Highland Park when ' a 
mother sought to rescue her 18 year 
old daughter and not only lost her life 
in the attempt but her 14 year old 
nephew was also drowned in trying to 
aid both; and the husband, on shore, 
tried to extend aid but in leaping intor 
the water with his clothes on, heal* 
mostlost his life. 

A mother's heroic, unreasoning at- 
tempt to snatch her daughter from th& 
embrace of the undertow brought 
about the first tragedy of Sunday, 

Mrs. Frank M. Howe sat upon the 
shore near Highland Park preparing a 
lunch for her husband, her daughter 
Eva, 18 years old; her nephew, Earl 
Sturm, and several others of the Sturm 
party whom she and her family were 
visiting for the day, 

Eva ran^ut into the surf, danced a 
moment in the waves and called to the 
others to come. Then she disappear^id. 

The mother dropped her lunch, she 
could > not swim and was garbed in 
street clothes, but her daughter was In 
the clutch of the lake. She ran into 
the surf to the spot where Eva had 
been and she too went down. . 

Others rushed to the rescue and Eva 
unconscious was tossed almost ashore 
by a following breaker^ Sturm follow- 
ed his aunt into the waves while others 
of the family awed, retreated helplesa 
to the stand to revive the girl. 

Mr. Howe also nearly lost his life. 
When he saw the trouble his wife and 
nephew were in, he ran into the water^ 
throwing off part of bis clothing as he 
ran. He is no swimmer and almost 
went down in a hole out finally saved 
himself. 

The bodies of Mrs. Howe and her 
nephew came ashore Hours later. The 
pulmotor which had saved Eva was un- 
able to reawaken a spark of life it\ 
either.

Secretary of the Navy Daniels was 
dining on tho cruiser West Virginia, 
tho guest of Admiral ^Reynolds, when 
tho rioting began. The rioting was 
ascribed to a speech' he lind mado' in 
denunciation of the red flag. 

There were two parties of rioters. 
Tho flrat wrecking party to get under, 
way was composed of twelve men of 
the navy, several members of the 
Washington naval reserve ami 100" 
you^g clvlUana. Waving "United 
States flags the Btormlng party swoop- 
ed down on tho cart news stand of 
MUard Price, a Socialist orator, at 
Fourth avenue and WesUako' boule- 
vard, the btislest night corner in tho 
city. 

The cart was broken to splinters 
and tho big stock of Socialise papers 
and magazines destroyed. 

The mob rushed to Socialist head- 
quarters on Fifth avenue, smashed tho. 
plate glass window and nailed Ameri- 
can flags to the front of the build- 
ing. Two policemen smiled compla- 
cently on the wreckers. The sailors 
toro the algni off the front of the 
bulldfng and broke them to pieces.

TURKS SEIZE ADRIANOPLE 

Bishl-Bazouka Celebrated by Com- 
mencing Orgy of Pillage and 
Atrocities. 

London, July 22.— The Turks have 
rfroccupled Adrlanople, which they eo 
valiantly defended against the Balkan 
alllea several months ago. Not content 
with their entry Into the city, they are 
pillaging and committing many atroci- 
ties, according to a dispatch to the 
Times from Sofia. 

The entry was made early Sunday 
morning. There was a short conflict 
with a small force of Bulgarians de- 
fending the city, after which the 
Turks swept In unobstructed. 

The bashi-bazouks then began an 
orgy of burning and pillaging and com- 
mitting other atrocities. This' was 
proceeding at the time the dispatch 
wos sent from Sofia. 

Turkey has . formally notified the 
powers of her intention to occupy Ad- 
rlanople and all of Thrace, and to es- 
tablish the northern boundary of Tiif- 
key at the Hlvor Maritza.

Washington. July 22.— Secretary of 
State Bryan on Saturday laid before 
the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions at a .private confcrcnco a. pro- 
posal to establish by treaty what 
amounts to an American protectorate 
over tho republic of Nicaragua. Bry- 
an proposes a protectorate similar to 
that now exercised over Cuba. 

At the same conferenco' Mr, Bryan 
urged renewal of arbitration treaties 
with Franco, Great Britain and other 
countries, 

Tho secretary of state went before 
the commltteo with a revised draft 
of tho proposed Nlcaraguan treaty, 
negotiated first In tho Taft admin- 
istration, by which the United Statee 
would obtain exclusive canal righta 
across Nicaragua and a new naval 
base in oxcbango for a $3,000,000 gold 
payment. 

As a new feature of the treaty, how- 
over, tho secretary of state proposed 
that language similar if not Identical 
with the so-called "Piatt amendment" 
relating to Cuba be Injected Into the 
treaty, giving tho United States sweep- 
ing control of Nicaragua's aflalra and 
the power to regulate ita foreign rela- 
tions and Its finances. 

Under the proposed plan Nicaragua 
would agree In substance: 

That war should not be declared 
without the consent of tho United 
States. 

That no treaties should' be made 
with foreign governments that would 
tend to destroy Its Independence or 
that would give those govornmenta a 
foothold in the republic. 

That no public debt would be con- 
tracted beyond the ordinary resources 
of tho government, as Indicated- by 
the ordinary revenues, * 

That the United States should have 
the right to Intervene at any time to 
preserve Nlcaraguan Independence or 
to protect life or property. 

That tho United Statee should have 
the exclusive right to build a canal 
across Nicaragua, and should have a 
99-7ear lease to a naval base In the 
hay of Fonseca and to the Great Corn 
and Little Corn Islands In the Carib- 
bean seas, with the privilege of re- 
newing the lease. The United States 
In return would pay Nlcaragim $3,000,- 
000 to bo used In public works.

All information 
made public was with tho exact stipu- 
lation that It should not be repreeent- 
ed as reflecting the views of tho ad- 
mlnistr.atlon.

WASHINGTON.-If you will look 
out of the window of a high build- 
ing nnd begin a count of tho Hagpoloa 
that point upward- from tho tops of 
privnto aa well as government buUd- 
inga you win probably bo impressed 
by the number. Tho Idea of tho build- 
er of a AVaahlngton buslnosB structuro 
eooma to bo that tho building la not 
complete without a tall flagpole on 
.•Which at certain tImcB Old Glory can 
bo run up. 

One some of tho more notable pri- 
vate buildings a flag Is kept flying all 
the time, night and day, and' when 
•whipped into ribbons by tho winds Is 
replaced. On many private buildings 
the flag In hauled down- In tho even- 
ing; on many buUdlnga tho flag Is run 
up only on occasions of celebration; 
on a few buildings which aro sur- 
mounted by flaBpoIcs a flag never ap- 
pears and the Inference Is that a flag 



Is not among the nccesKorlcs of that 
building. 

A man who has an Intimate knowl- 
edge of such things tohl tho writer 
that ho had computed that there aro 
500 flagpoles above tho roofs of Wash 
Ington city. A number of private anJ 
public buildings support moro than 
one polo. Tho capltol liaa four per 
manent staffs, one on the senate side, 
one on tho roof oftho liouae, one al 
the west front and one at tho caat 
front. On tho state, war and navy 
building are throe poles, one for each 
of tho departments quartered In thai 
crowded B,tructure. On tho postofllco 
department are two poica, one on the 
east and tho other on tho west tower. 
Some of tho big now pfllce buildings 
carry moro than ono flagpole. On tho 
Colorado building aro three. Even 
somo of the older buildings are not 
content with one. On tho Ebbltt 
htiuBo aro four. 

^ A tail pole la 50 feet. A few In the 
city rlso a llttio above this height. 
The average coat of ono of these 
poles, Including the Installation of it, 
la 1200. , , 

In the grounds of tho naral and mil- 
Itiry establishments In and around 
Washington tho masts rise 160 feet, 
but they are in two or three sectlonb.

Battleships Indiana and Massachusetts as Targets 




TWO moro warships of tho United 
States navy, a few short years ago 
rated as among the most powerful 
battleships In tho world, aro to bo 
pounded to plct:es by tho heavy guns 
of the modern dreadnoughts and their 
scarred remains then sold for Jtuik. 
The Indiana and the Massachusntts, 
twen^-year-old war vessels that cost 
more. than 1^3,000,000 apleco, are tho 
vlctlnis selected for the slaughter. The 
Indiana' distinguished herself In the 
battle of Santiago In 1898, when tho 
Spanish tieet was destroyed as it at- 
tempted to run to safety. The Massa- 
chusettQ also participated In the same 
war. . 

Dtiveloi'ment of warship building 
lias left tho Indiana and the Massa- 
chusetts far behind. The MaRsachu- 



Betts and Indiana were built at 
Cramps* shipyard and were launched 
la 1893. Their main armament con- 
sists, of four 13-lnch guns and eight 8- 
inch guns and their speed was about 
16 kuota an hnur. Each vessel cost 
^3,063,333. 

Modem battleships have a speed of 
21 knots; a displacement of 27.600 
tons, and their armament consists of 
tea H-Inch giins. each 60 feet long; 
tweuty 5-lnch guns and other smaller 
weapons. The new vessels can place 
a shot accurately far beyond the gumr 
pt tho batteries of tho Indiana and 
Massachusetts. ) 

"The best use the government could 
make of the Massachusetts and the In- 
diana la to take them out to Chesa- 
peake bay and use them as targets for 
our modem long-distance guns," dfr 
Clares Capt Grant of tho Philadelphia 
navy yard, where tho two old vessels 
aro quartered.- "They are slow In 
speed, and way behind the "standards 
of modern war vessels In every re- 
spect Tho Missouri and Alobama 
will soon be as obsolete as the Massa- 
chusetts and, Indiana and will very 
soon be consigned to the target serv- 
Ico or the junk heap."

nageries of the United States. The 
liarty came upon the tiger's den while . 
hunting Asia for eihlbtts. They toofc- 
four cubs and crossed a nearby river 
•Trlth them, destroying the primitive 
tree trunk bridge after they had 
reached the other side. 

The tigress, returning, and flnding 
titer cubs gone, bounded by scent down 
'to where the party had crossed the 
Stream. She knew of the tree trunk. 
having made use of it herself before. 
'T\Tien she saw It was gone she uttered 
ithe most piercing and lamentable 
jhowls and cries. The party with her 
^cubs came back to the river bank, at- 
■tracted. by the noise. The tigress, 
when she saw her cubs, gave vent to 
•en unearthly ahriek. Then crouching. 
Tislng and recrouchlng again several 
times, she deliberately sprang from 
the river bank. The river was five

The cost of polo depends largely 
upon tho Inclination and desire of tho 
pololsu to spend money. Somo men 
can enjoy the sport at an outlay^f a 
fow hundred dollars a week, while oth- 
ers will spend ae ma:ny thousands. 
H. L. Herbert, chairman of tho Polo 
association, recently said In reference 
to the cost of polo: "It all depends on 
how much a man wishes to spend on 
the game. One man inay be satisfied 
to own and pialntain three ponies, 
while another will want at least thirty 
at his command. The expense Is much 
like that of tho opera. One man can 
enjoy It for a dollar, while It will cost 
another thousands for a box." 

Harry Payne Whitney and the duke 

of Weetmlnater own and keep In trainU-Pony. 
Ing tho largest string of ;polo ponies 
In America or England. The mainte- 
nance of these ponies costs them 
thousands of dollars each year. iThey 
are the financial backbone of the 
sport In this country and abroad. 
Both enjoy the sport thoroughly, and 
as they are experta at the sport the 
money that they spend yearly is to 
them but a trivial matter. 

But for their generous support of 
the pmo there would not have been 
any InternaUonal matchee during 1909 
1911 and 1913. Mr. Whitney supplied 
the "sinews of war" which sent abroad 
In 1909 the American team, of which 
he waa the capuin. U was his ouUay 
of money and purchase of many great 
polo ponies that enabled tho Ameri- 
cans to win the cup wlUch the Eng- 
liahmen had won and kept for 23 yeara 
This year the duke of Westminster 
defrayed the expenses of the English 
challengers. Until he came to the 
financial reecue the English players 
had abandoned all hope of bringing the 
ponies over here to play for the trophy 
Whitney and the duke of Weatmin- 
fiter each own SO polo ponies. They 
hire trainers to develop tho speed'of 
the ponies and teach them tho elemen- 
tary parts of the game. The salary of 
these trainers Is $4,000 each. In add!- 
tlon to that there are a big corps ol 
stable Iad» to support, for the attend- 
ants not only receive salaries ranging 
from $25 to $40 a month.' but In addi- 
tion are allowed their lodging and 
board. This, with tho cost of food, 
saddles, bridles, bandages. lotions, 
^medicine -and the attendance of a vet- 
erinary cosU many thousands of dol- 
lars. A good polo pony these days 
costs many thousands of dollars. In 
many respects hla value is as great as 
a race horse, though hla earning ca- 



bred for that purpose. In 187G, when 
tho first games of polo were played 
In New York. It was poflslbio to buy 
ponies for prices ranging from $35 to 
$100. Mr. Herbert once bought a pony 
for $35 that afterward developed into 
a crackerjack and his value soared to 
$2,000. Of course that was an excep- 
tion. Nowadays ponies suitable for 
polo cost from $500 to $2,000 each. 

When Mr. Whitney prepared for his 
campaign In England In 1909 he spent 
$85,000 for ponies. Since then he has 
added many moro to hla string and 
haa spent at least $40;000. It will bo 
seen by this that he has expended In 
the neighborhood of $125,000 for po- 
nles alone. One of hla ponies cost 
him $15,000. This was the hlgh-water 
mark paid for any pony, but many 
good ponies have cost $6,000. The 
duke of Westminster has spent In the 
neighborhood of $125,000 for his ag- 
gregation of ponies. The ponleo that 
were used In the International matches 
were made up In large part of those 
owned by Mr. Whitney and the duke 
of Westminster. Several ponies, how- 
ever, have been donated for tho use 
of the players by various Americans 
and Enjlishmen who are Interested In 
tho game. 

"It takes several years of hard 
training to make a pony suitable for 
pole playing. He Is usually bought 
when three years of ago' and for two 
years Is taught the elementary parts 
of the game; such as not to shy at the 
mallet, to .follow the ball, to "break" 
quickly and to obey tho slightest touch 
of the reins on his neck. Most ponies 
are trained so that the rider may 
guide them by simply touching them 
on tho right or loft side of the neck 
with the reins. 

Many persons not familiar with polo 
consider the fastcet pony the best 
„„ „ This is an erroneous idea. 
While speed is an essential qualifica- 
tion for a pony, he Is utterly worth- 
less If he does not know tho 



checked he'll run over tho ball and 
carry his rider ;out of tho zone of 
play, A pony that will twist and turn 
an though on a pivot and then "break" 
and race at top speed and stop in- 
stantiy at command la the ideal polo- 
mount. His value is beyond price. 

There are many pololsta who can* 
not afford to maintain large strings 
of ponies nnd hire a trainer. Most of 
these men have from three to six po- 
nies In their string. They place thfr 
ponies in a public training stable. Tho 
cost fe $30 a month for each pony. 
Those public trainers hlnT stable lads, 
to exercise and take care of the po- 
nies. One boy looks after four ponies. 
Tho-adtual cost of .feed for a pony Is. 
$12 a month. 

Soims of tho expenses other thnn 
those of buying and mainUInlng tho 
ponies, coat the players many dollars. 
Tho balls, made of light willow, aro 
fumlehed to the Polo aflsoclatlon at 
ten cents each. One firm has a con- 
tract to funilBh the polo nssoclatlona 
with 20,000 balls. The mallets are- 
worth froft».$2 to $3.50 each. The 
heads of tho mallet are frcquonUy 
broken In the game or during pracUce, 
It costs a dollar to replace the heads. 
The helmets the players wear cost 
from $4 to $7 each. The riding boot* 
aro worthy from $15 to $25. The rid- 
ing brcechbfl cost from $8 to $12.

Yet In Glacier 
National park there are^ more than fib 
glaciers within an area of Ave square 
miles, not to mention snow-capped 
peaks without number, rising to uu al- 
titude of from 7,000 to 10,000 feet 
above sea level. Tho principal gla- 
ciers in the new park aro Blackfoot, 
Harrison, Pumpelly, Red Eagle. Sper- 
ry and Chaney. In theso great Ico 
fields there are many wide and deep 
crevasses. Ice avalanches come thun- 
dering down the slopes In warm weath- 
er, and under tho chill coverings trick- 
le chill waters, which form hundreds 
of btriiutlful cataracts nt the head- 
waters of rollicking mountain streams 
wbero trout are to be found In abund- 
ance. 

Adventurous Trips. 
The summer of 1911 was the first 
"Beason" of Glacier Natlohnl. park, 
but tho fame of tho land of glaciers 
had spread, and hundreds of pleasure- 
seekers turned to tho new national 
ptuyground which Uncle Sam will 
keep unspoiled through tho years to 
crme. Many women visited the park, 
and most of them refused to be left 
behind when parties were organized 
to Bcalo tho nearest glaciers. It is 
strenuous work climbing even the 
moBt accesslblo of the glaciers, and 
some of tho women woro compelled to 
glvq, up before the Ice slopes were 
reached, but most of them gained the 
ice in safety and returned so enthu- 
siastic over the new sport that more 
adventurous trips to the outlying gla- 
ciers were planned.- . * 

■I have climbed glaciers in Swlt- 
zcrtand and the Canadian Rockies," 
said one tired but onthuslastlc wom- 
an who had spent moat of tho season 
In Glacier park, "but nowhero is there 
finer sport than right here. There Is 
Huch n vDrlbty of glaciers, and the sur- 
roundings are so beautiful that any 
active woman will And a whole sum- 
mer of Inspiration right here In Gla- 
cier park— and In addition she. will 
benoflt her health past all computa- 
iion, for there Is nothing else quite 
BO beneficial aa mountain climbing, In 
particular." ' • ,' 

Tho woman who resolves to explore 
this land of glaciers should be pre- 
pared to "rough It." 'There are good 
hotel and cottage accommodations at 
I^nko McDonald, a few miles from Del- 
ton, thli entrance to the park, but 
wn'.'U one strikes toward tho moun- 
tains she Is plunging into a wlldor- 
nt*8H, with few trails and entirely: 1°' 
j.occrit of wagon Toada. It la thlr pri- 
meval aspect of Uio now park that 
proves one of the greatest charms. 

Generally parties of climbers are 
fornU'd and horses and guides are en- 
gaged, tho individual expense thus be- 
ing reduced to a minimum. The trip 
to.Sperry glacier, nearest the hotel, 
can be mado comfortably In two days. 
Camp la made at the foot of the gla- 
cier the first nlght»-.LHere the saddle 
horses are abandoned, and tho cllrab 
to the glacier Is made 'on foot. All 
supplies for tlio trip have to be pack- 
ed on tho backs of horses. , It rcqu[rea 
about 20 horses to carry tho average 
party and the supplies needed. 

Many HuQe Cravasses. 
Sporry Is one of tho largest glaciers 
In tho park and Us slopes .contain 
many huge crevasses. Thobe who 
venture upon its, surfaco must travel 
with extreme caution If tho "weather 
ts warm and avalanches aro falling. 
Generally tho guide proceeds In ad- 
vance, the tourists following, single- 
fllOt and attached to one another by a 
strong rope. No fatal acclderits have 
occurred upon tho glaciers ot tho new 
park, but the guides Impress U up- 
on visitors that no foolhardlnoss will 



bo permitted. Sometimes the trail 
leads around crevasses half a mile 
long and hundreds of feet deep, or 
skirts huge holes In the Ice, down 
which one can look and observe the 
water from nature's huge ,ice-storago 
plant starting on Its long Journey to 
tho sea. 

Several days could be spent with 
profit exploring the slopes of Sperry 
glaclor. and when one considers that, 
within an area of five square miles 
tlyre are 60 moro glaciers, great and 
small, to be explored, it Is reallzedi 
that the glacier climber cannot ex- 
haust the resources of this American 
Switzerland In many seasons. 

In addition to the pleasure of gla- 
cier climbing for Ita^own sake, there 
is the satisfaction of knowing that 
one Is, In a sense, a pioneer. Gla^ 
cler National park has been little ex- 
plored. It is a primeval wilderness 
today, almost as It was when the In- 
dians roamed across It Many of the 
glaciers have never been thoroughly 
explored. There are new trails to be 
made everywhere, and ' countless 
places whero the climber will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that he or eha 
ts first to cross an alluring Ice field, 
or first to catch an Inspiring view 
from some high point. The park la 
from 50 to GO miles la length and con- 
tains 915,000 acres. 

Besides its glaciers and peaks, thin 
wonderland that has been opened by 
Uncle Sam contains countless water- 
falls. In Avalanche basin, a remark- 
able U-shaped valley about 12 mllet. 
north of iJike McDonald, are dozens 
of cascades and cataracts, which dash 
from a great height Into Avalanche 
lake. .FVom almost any spot In tho 
park, innumerable waterfalls are seen 
itko sliver threads against the dark 
background of pine. 



Wandered Thirty Hours In Mine. 

Wandering for 30 hours In a col' 
Uery near Cardiff, Wales, an elderly 
miner named William Davles waa 
found tho othor day by a rescue party 
safe but greatly exhausted. In a part 
of the disused workings two miles 
away from tho spot where he had 
been Inst seen by his son. Davles 
told an Interesting story of how ho 
missed his way and got Into-a dis- 
used working place. "My light went 
out." he said, "and I was left In dark; 
ness and In Ignorance of my wherci 
abouta. Most of the time I lay 
stretched out on the ground listening 
for any sound of my comrades coming 
to look for me. I was hungry and 
thirsty. As the hours passed the bun- 
Kcr seemed to grow leas, but the 
craving for 'something -io drink waa 
terrible. I had no food of any kln(\ 
with me. and no tea or water, but 
in my tea-can I had some moist tea 
leaves, and from these I sucked the 
moisture and kept on chewing the 
leaves. I had my watch with mo, and 
by opening tho glass case and feeling 
tho hands I could pretty well guess, 
how the timo was going, but unfor- 
tunately I accidentally broke the 
hands when feeling them, and the 
watch became uscloss. Several timed 
1 knocked on the sides of the pit, but 
could get no answer. I did not ^hout 
until I saw the light carried by th& 
men who brought me out."
